The net result of. the uncompromising 
ettitude assumed by the vatican in-this 
ecnflict with the» French: ‘government 
seems to be that the clergy -will; lose its 
pensions, 38,300 ‘of; which,,have: been 
granted and gazetted: since the, beginning 
of this year, that’ all aspirants:-to - the 
priesthood will: be. campelled to perforns 
military service, ang-that the takine 
cver of the Dpiscopal mansions, rectories, 
seminaries, ctc., by the state Gepartment 
and the communes will oceur -immedi- 
ately instead of in .December,. 1907. 

According to well informed persons, .the 
government intends to respond to the at- 
titude taken by the vatican by submit- 
ting to parliament a proposition to set- 
tle definitely the position. of .the church 
ja France. Under this proposal tne 
church will ‘forfeit all benefits under. the 
law of 1905, but it is to be provideg with 
an opportunity of carrying on public 
worship in conformity to the common 
law. Church property is to be hande.i 
over immediately to the civil authorities 
cn condition that it be reserved for puc- 
roses of worship, and the positions of 
cardinals and bishops. as foreign -offi- 
cials, will be dealt with later, in the 
event the government 
so to do.

Will Probably Delay Creation of 
Another American Cardinal,

Georgia Congressman Thinks the 
Storers Were Working for the 
Interest of Their Country. 
America Would Have 
Another Cardinal.

Washington, December 13.—(Special.)— 
In discussing the controversy between 
President Roosevelt and Bellamy storer, 
former ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
and Mrs. Storer, one of the leading mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress was very emphatic in the belief 
that the Storers were doing what was 
to the interest of the country in seeking 
friendly relations with the vatican and 
in securing, if possible, the appointment 
of another cardinal in America. 

While the question as to just now far 
the president went in his wishes ex- 
pressed to the Storers is still a matter 
for speculation. He himself admits that 
he frequently expressed his admiration 
for Archbishop tIreland, whom he es- 
teemed, as he did leading dignitaries of 
other denominations, and Wdeclared that 
he would be pleased te see fortune attend 
him, though he could not interfere offi- 
cially in the affairg of any church. 

The Georgia congreseman held that the 
publication by the Storers of the private 
correspondence between themselves and 
the president was indiscreet and mani- 
festly unfair, in view of the former close 
relations existing between them. 
United States Entitled to Another 

Cardinal. 

Since the letters have been given out, 
he holds the position taat the president 
was right in the belief that the best in- 
terests of America, in view of our close 
relations with Cuba, Porto ‘Rico, the 
Philippines, the Catholic countries in 
Central America, with whom We will 
come directly in contact tarough our 
work on the Panama canal, and our com- 
mereiai relations with South America 
would have dictated that this country 
should be om good terms with the 
vatican. He moreover holds that Protest- 
ants as well as Catholics believed that 
if was but just for America to be rec- 
ognized by the vatican in the appoint- 
ment of another cardinal in this country.

ATLANTA HAS; ADVANTAGE 
OF CENTRAL LOCATION 


Senators Clay and Bacon Do Not 
Favor the Caucus Plan Which 
Was Suggested by Secre- 
tary of the Treas- 
ury Shaw.

Washington, D. C., December |3.— 
(Special.)—In response to the announce- 
ment contained recently in The Coanstitu- 
tion that the time was ripe for some ef- 
fective work in securing the location of 
the subtreasury in Georgia, many com- 
mercial bodies of the state have taken 
up the matter, and written members of 
the Georgia delegation urging their ef- 
forts in behalf of this project. 

Colonel Livingston today sent out a 
call to the senators and members of con- 
gress from Georgia, South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama and Tennessee, for 4 
caucus to be held next Tuesday evening, 
December 1!8, in’ the senate chamber, to 
consult as to a location for the § sub- 
treasury. 

shaw Suggested Caucus. 

The call is mrade in accordance with 
a suggestion trom Secretary of. the 
‘Treasury Snaw. He does not wish to in- 
cur the responsibility for the selection of 
a place, but if the delegations from the 
states above mentioned agree on a place, 
that will settle the location. 

Atlanta is the geographical center of 
the territory named, and by proper ef- 
forts the subtreasury could no doubt be 
landed. It is important to the whole ter- 
ritory to secure a central iocation, since 
the cost of silver shipments to banks 
throughout the southeastern section 
would thus be equally distributed. The 
treasury department last year decided 
that it would no longer pay transporta- 
tion charges on. silver shipments to 
banks. The amount of express charges 
on silver shipments from Washington or 
New Orleans makes the cost of its use 
almost prohibitive. 

Ciay) Loesn’t Like Caucus. 

Senator Clay, on being asked about the 
matter, stated that he thought Georgia 
ought to have the subtreasury, but, that 
so far’as he was individually concerned, 
he would prefer not to go into a caucus 
believing that he could better take care 
of Georgia by appearing before the 
finance committee. He said: “I do not 
know what the memers of the house 
think about the plan. They should also 
be consulted as to their wishes. How- 
ever, if we go into qa caucus we will 
wbhide by the result.”’ 

Senator Bacon today received letters 
from Sam Brown, of Albany, president 
of the bankers’ committee, and from 
prominent Georgia bankers, urging his 
active efforts for the project. 

Representative Brantley, while he 
thinks the better plan would be to go be-

President Says That He Will No’ 
Irritate the Eyes of the People 
by Any More Freak 


Washington, D. ©€., December 13.- 
President Rioosevelt will withdraw hi 
simplified spelling order to the: public 
printer, and hereafter all documents 9 
the executive departments ‘will again bs 
printed in the old-fashioned style. 

Representative Landis, of the joirt 
committee on spelling, had a conferen 
today with the president, when the pres- 
ident said that he did not ‘wish to havc 
spelling overshadow matters of great im 
portance, and expressed a willingness tc 
revoke his order for the new spelling ir 
case the house of representatives shoulc 
go on record as opposed to the. system 

Accordingly, late this afternoon, Mr 
Landis introduced the folowing resolu 
tion to the house: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of th 
house of representatives, that hereafte 
in printing reports, documents, or othe 
publications authorized by law, ordere 
by congress or either branch thereo’ 
emanating from. the executive depari 
ments, their bureaus and Dranches an 
independent officers of the governmen 
the public printer should observe ar 
adhere to ‘the standard of orthograph 
prescribed in generally accepted dictio 
aries of the English language.’’ 

Not a Dissenting Vote. 

The measure was passed without a di: 
senting yote, -although Mr, Gillett, o 
Massachusetts, who made a fight for 
simplified spelling before the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, and has been 
regarded as the champion of the pres- 
ident’s’ attitude, explained that he did 
not wish’to give the impression that he 
had changed his mind. Mr. Gillett said 
he saw that the house was overwhel- 
mingly against the innovation, and con- 
sequently he bowed to its will. 

The system of reform spelling was put 
into effect by the president during the 
recess of congress and all public docu- 
ments supplied to the executive depart- 
ments have ‘been printed in the simpli- 
fled way. These documents have been 
pouring in every since the opening day, 
much. to the dissatisfaction of a large 
majority of the members of the house. 
As a result, the government printing of- 
fice was using two forms of spelling in 
public printing, the staid old method for 
congress and the ref6érm method in the 
executive documents. This caused a con- 
fusion and comment unfavorable to the 
reform, and finally was made an issue 
between the executive and legislative de- 
partmenis, the judicial department having 
previously frowneq wpon the president's 
order. The committee on printing, in 
its favorable report of the Landis reso- 
lution, stated that the committee had been 
governed by the Tollowing consideration: 

“In the various reprints of the con- 
stitition of the United States the adher- 
ents to the original ‘spelling is found in 
the majority -of cases. The spelling in 
the original statutes reflects the forms ot 
Spelling in vogue at the time of their en- 
actment. The various codificationgs and 
statutes reflect spelling in vogue at the 
time of the adoption of such codifications. 
The last codification adopted was in !878. 
The subsequent statutes now number 
fourteen volumes, covering a period of 
twenty-eight years. Each volume reflects 
the spelling in vogue at the-time of the 
enactment of the statutes embraced 
therein. A codification is about to be 
presented to congress. Unless congress 
shall see fit to order the printing of this 
proposed codification of the statutes, em- 
bracing all the enactments of the law, 
making power of the government now in 
force in some form of spelling offer than 
that generally accepted by the people, 
it would appear to be part of the wis- 
dom. for the government in all its 
branches, in the interest of simplicity and 
economy to adhere to a uniform system 
of spelling, and the system should be the 
one already most generally recognized 
and accepted tby the people. 


It Would Be Anomalous. 

“If congress shall adhere to the form 
of spelling already in vogue as applied 
to the statues, it would appear anoma- 
lous to employ some other form as ap- 
ched to all of the preliminary stages of 
iegislation, including the proceedings of 
congress, up to the point where thesa 
r1oceedings are crystallized into law, and 
at this point order a change in the spell- 

« of the perfected legislation to pre- 
serve harmony in the orthography of 
the national statues. 

“The executive order, under which 
many public documents have already 
heen printed, was issued on the twenty- 
seventh day of August, !906, and has 
now been in force for more than three 
months. it has been extensively ex- 
rioited, and the public has ample oppor- 
tunity to digest the argument present: 
in its favor... Without taking issue as 
to the relative merits of any form of 
spelling, it is evident that public senti- 
‘nent, as reflected in the newspapers, 
magazines and other publications, has 
rot been favorable to the proposed inno- 
vation embraced. in the executive ordet 
of August 27, 

“It is, therefore, a condition, and not 
a theory with which congress has to 
deal. It is not believed that the attitude 
of the general public would be mater- 
ially changed, if the government in all 
its branches were to adopt the form of 
spelling prescribed in the executive or- 
der referred to. and oniy confusion ex- 
penses would result without any com- 
mensurate advantage, even if the new 
form of spelling were deemed preferabie. 

‘Moreover congress has no. assurance, 
even if it should leave present condi- 
tions undisturbed that the next succeed- 
ing admiristration would not revoke the 
present order. Much of the matter em- 
‘braced in the publications of the govern- 
ment is preserved-in the form of stero- 
typed, or electrotyped plates, represent- 
ing enormous values to the government 
in the saving of labor and other ex- 
penses. AH of these plates would be 
rendered useless in a moment by 4n or- 
der in a succeeding administration, re- 
voking the executive order of August 27, 
last.

Dubois Charges That the President 
Sent Taft to Idaho to Work 
for the Success of the 
Mormon Ticket. 


Washington, December |!3.—The senate 
today listened to the second speech which 
has been made this session against the 
continuance of Reed Smoot as senator 
from Utah. It was delivered by Senator 
Dubois, of Idaho, who after reviewing in 
detail the workings of the Mormon 
church and Mr. Smoot’s prominent cone 
nection therewith, concluded with the 
charge that President Roosevelt has used 
the weight of his administration to ,as- 
sist the republican Mormon vote in the 


last election, ay | 

Mr. Dubois asserted’ the control of 
the Mormon church to be complete in 
the hierarcy, consisting of the presidenc 
and the twelve aposties, of which Mr 
Smoot was one. This control, he mair 
tained, was ecclesiastical, political ar 
commercial and was exercised complete 
ly over followers who came principal); 
from foreign countries. 

Polygamy in High Places. 

Polygamous relations were being 
sustained, the speaker said, by President 
Joseph Smith and twelve of the apostles 
practicing po- 
lygamous marriages, surreptitiously ar- 
ranged by the church in Canada, Mexico, 
or on the high seas. 

Polygamists, he said, occupy the high- 
est positions, politically and in the church 
and constitute the wealthiest and most 
powerful members of the church organi- 
zation. This is a change, he asserted, 
from.the old days when polygamy was 
entered into indiscriminately. Now the 
polygamists are selected by officers of 
the church and in this way is being 
built up a cult and aristocracy of polyga- 
mists. But no record of polygamous 
marriages is kept which is available for 
American people. Because of this, he 
pointed out, the futility of passing a 
national law prohibiting the. practice. 

Politically, he said, the Mormon church 
holds absolute sway in Utah and is ex- 
tending its control in Wyoming, Idaho 
and Oregon. 

As to Senator Smoot, he said, it made 
no difference whether he was. or was 
not a ploygamist. The senator was a 
pillar in the church and in eontrol of 
its temporal, spiritual and political poli- 
cies and was selected for the senate be- 
cause of this position in the church. 
“Smoot,” he said, “represents the 
church and not the state, and would 
do the bidding of the church before he 
would serve the real interests of the 
state or the nation. By being an apostle 
of the church Smoot is a member of 
this high conspiracy. He is one of the 
chief conspirators and by his acquies- 
cence supports thé plans and aims of 
the conspiracy.” 

Roosevelt Sent Taft to Aid. 

Turning his attention to the campaign 
preceding the recent election, Mr. Du- 
bois read the press dispatches of October 
22. which stated the president had sent 
Secretary Taft into Idaho to speak in 
the advocacy of law and order. At that 
time Mr. Dubois said he had telegraphed 
the president that the only issue in Idaho 
was the desire of the Mormon hierarchy 
to continue to dominate the politics of 
the state and that the president had 
been misled if he thought there was any 
other issue. The republican state plat- 
form, he said, was absolutely silent re- 
garding law and order, and notwithstand- 
ing the democratic platform had de- 
nounced the murder of Governor. Steunen- 
berg and demanded the conviction of the 
guilty party, none of the democratic 
speakers had discussed any subject save 
that of Mormonism, hence there was no 
other issue in the Idaho campaign, 

A majority of a great committee of the 


search had reported that Reed Smoot is 
not entitled to his seat as.a senator. It 
was not a partisan report, it should not 
be a partisan subject. No president here- 
tofore has made it a matter of partisan 
politics, 

“When Governor Gooding, of Idaho, 
and the chairman of the republican state 
committee were engaged in inciting law- 
breaking and law-defying Mormons to 
additional lawlessness, the president of 
the United States sent his secretary of 
war to Idaho to plead with the péople 
to stand by Governor Gooding in \order 
to maintain law and order in Idaho. 

What Non-Mormons Demand. 

“The non-Mormon citizenship of Utah 
and of Idaho think they are entitled to 
the support of the law-abiding citizens 
everywhere in their efforts to maintain 
American citizenship in these Mormon 
states and if they cannot receive that

The postoffice department, therefore, should direct its energies to getting 


better results for the price it is now paying, and if it is considered that 
the government is paying a high price for this service, it is only the more 


reason why it should demand efficiency. 
Good servce is what the people want, and it is the duty of the depart: 


ment to see to it that they get it. 


NOTHING ALARMING IN IT. 


‘There is nothing so alarming that we can see in the declaration of Sec- 
retary Root in his New York speech, to the effect that the country is tend- 
ing towdrds an obliteration of state lines and the decrease of state power 
as compared with national power. 

There is not going to be any obliteration of state lines or anything like 
it. it may be taken that this was rather a forcible way in which Secretary 
Root sought to present the growth of the functions of national government. 


But the increase of these functions is, in no sense, a supersession of states’ 


rights, nor will it ever be permitted to take that course. 
Increased population, growth of transportation facilities, 
interstate commerce, the development of the modern trust affecting national 
interests, the swelling tide of immigration—all these things and others con- 
sidered, it is nothing to be wondered at that the functions of the national 
government have become more numerous and far-reaching. And so they 
will continue to do as conditions may necessitate it. 
But has there not been like development and increase in the functions 
of state governments. The states have also had to meet new conditions 
year by year, and things are now done under their constitutions, or amend- 


ments to them, which the constitution-framers scarcely dreamed of. The

are constantly being brought into play Thus the functions of both state 
and national government have grown and aeveloped concurrently. 

Mr. Root makes much of the fact that there is talk of a national divorce 
law in the interests of uniformity. On the other hand, we might point to 
just as earnest talk of repeal or modification of the contract labor section 
of the national immigration law, in the interest of state immigration move- 
ments. 

We might point to the fact that the national government found a very 
decided state line, one of good height and thickness, when it sought to poke 
a finger into the San Francisco school situation. 

The only well-founded note of warning, it it ean be called such, that we 
can see in Secretary Root’s address is that in which he urges. that care 
in the preparation and enactment of state Jaws which will preserve and 
protect the rights of citizens of other states. It is true, as he says, that: 

Under conditions which now exist, no state can live unto itself alone, 

and regulate its affairs with sole reference to its own treasury, its own

The Concordat. 

This was signed by the pope and Na- 
poleon as equal parties, and set forth: 
First, that the first consul was to nom- 
inate bisops and the pope was to confer 
canonical institution; bishops and clergy } 
were to take an oath of obedience to the 
government; thé bishops weré to appoint 
priests, subject to government approval; 
the holy see was not to disturb those 
who purchased property confiscated at 
the time of the revolution; the govern- 
ment was to guarantee proper salaries 
to bishops and parochial clergy and 
‘French Catholics to have full power of 
founding endowments. 

Supplementing thig were the “Organic 
Articles’ put forth by a jurist, Portalis, 
which explained and simplified the con- 
cordat. This provided that no bwil, re- 
script, decree, mandate, provision or 
other document from the vatican was to 
be published in France without permis- 
sion of the government; no synod, na- 
tional or diocesan ecclesiastical assem- 
bly to be ‘held without express leave of 
the government, no bishop to quit his 
diocese without permission of the head 
of the state. 

It is asserted and not contradicted 
that the concordat, with the organic, ar- 
ticles, remained the law up to the be- 
ginning of the present difficulty, al- 
though there ‘had never been full ap- 
proval of and acceptance of the latter 
by the vatican. There were periodic 
difference between the two _ institutions 
thereafter every decade or so; many laws 
amendatory and explanatory were pass- 
ed, but they did not affect the genera! 
principles and ‘were of little effect. 

Move Toward Separation. 

Gradually a sentiment arose in favor of 
the complete separation of church anéd 
state. It was at first the sentiment of 
a militant minority, and minister, dealt 
with the question in a very circumspect 
manner. In 1900 the law of association 
was suggested by the ministry. It was 
based on the fundamental theory of the 
French government that all corporations 
that exist do so only on sufferance. The 
object of the law was to curb the power 
of irregular clergy, whose universal. 
wealt, and control of education made 
them, according to the view of the gov- 
ernment, dangerous elements In the na- 
tion. It was asserted that the influence 
of the clergy had been exterted in favor 
of the reestablishment of monarchy, and 
that pupils of the Catholic schools were 
brought up to ‘hate the tfepublic. 

In the following year the association 
bill was passed. Numerous associations 
were dissolved under the law, and their 
members were scattered, sometimes 
forcibly. 

Among the many provisions of this 
initial step in the active warfare be- 
tween churc},, and state was one: 

““Moreover, except by the express au- 
thorization of the government, there may 
not be formed, nor continue where al- 
ready formed, any association, either be- 
tween French subjects or foreigners or 
between Frenchmen and Frenchmen, ff 
the headquarterg and directorate are lo- 
cated abroad or intrusted to foreigners.” 

On this provision the officers of the 
government took steps that appeared 
radical to all who did not understand 
the provisions of the law and the his- 
tory of the controversy. Many monks 
and nuns became exiles because they did 
not comply with the, provisions of the 
law. Among those who submitted to the 
provisions of the act were  establish- 
ments belonging to the Franciscans, Do- 
minicans, Capuchins. Trappists and Re- 
demptorists. The Jesuits, Assumption- 
ists, Benedictines and Carmelites aban- 
doned the country. 

M. Combes, successor of M. Waldeck 
Rosseau as premier, enforced the law of 
1901 even more rigidly than M. Waldeck 
Rosseau, and, furthermore, he asserted 
openly what his predecessor did not dare 
to do—that complete separation of church 
oy state would eventually be inevita- 

e. 


Passage of Separation Law. 

The separation law was finally passed 
December 11, 1905. to go into full effect 
a year from. that date. The law states 
that all state, departmental and munici- 
pal grants to the church requires that 
all real and personal property derived 
from the state shall ‘be returned to it, 
and that ecclesiastical property of. all 
kinds shall be turned over to the so- 
eleties organized for public worship 
under the associations law of 1901. 

The law allows the gratuitous use of 
ecclesiastical buildings belonging to the 
state and the municipalities for two 
years after the actual passage of the 
law, and afterward on renewable leases 
for ten years at a rent not exceeding 10 
per cent of the parish’s anmual re- 
ceipts.

“All paroled prisoners who, after ‘peing 
at large, or on parole, for twelve months, 
and who can make it appear to the sat- 
isfaction of the commission that they 
will ‘live and remain at Ifberty without 


violating the law, and that their release . 


is not incompatible with the welfare of 
society,’ shall be eligible to an -absolute 
release, which shail operate as a par- 
don. 

“But no prisoner will be released on 
parole until employment has been sectired 
for him, or such other arrangement has 
been made for his care and maintenance 
as may be approved by the commission. 


Ruies for Marking and Grading- 
“Inmates of the reformatory shall be 
classified into three grades, first, second 
and third—first being the highest, second 

the intermediate and third the lowest. 

“Each prisoner committeg té the re- 
formatory will enter the second grade, 
and will be promoted to the first grade 
when he shall have earned 1,000 ‘credit 
marks, within six consecutive months. 

“A prisoner shall be ailowed tor ‘good 
personal benavior, industry in labor and 
diligence in study’ five credit marks for 
each day. For imperfection in personal 
behavior, lack of industry in Yabor and 
want of diligence in study the shail jose 
such number of credit marks as the su- 
perintenaent sfAall decide. 

“If a prisoner in the first grade shall 
fail to optain 125 credit marks during any 
one month, he shall be reduced to the 
second grade. A failure to obtain this 
numrber of credit marks, per month; by 
a second grade prisoners, for two con- 
secutive months will reauce him to the 
third grade. 

“A ftaiuure by a thir@ grade prisoner 
to obtain 100 credit marks per month 
for three consecutive months will subject 
him to such punishment as the superin- 
tendent, 
mission, may direct. 

“A total of five credit marks for each 
day of any one month will advance a 
prisoner from third to ond grade, or, 
in other words, !50 credit marks must 
be obtained to advance one from. thira 
to second grade. 

“A first grade prisoner who shall lose 
his. standing (see rule 4) may be restored 
if he shall obtain 150 credit marks in the 
month next ensuing. 

“One hundred and fifty marks shall be 
allowed in the month of February if five 
credit marks be earned in @¢ach day of 
said month. 

“A prisoner in whatsoever grade he 
may be, who shall obtain five credit 
marks for each day, for six months shali 
be entitled thereby to 100 additiona! 
marks. 

“Serious breaches of the peace, or dis- 
cipline of the reformatory will cause a 
prisoner to be reduced to third grade, or 
to suffer such punishment as the superin- 
tendent shall direct. 

“The superintendent shall, from time 
to time, establish the privileges of tire 
several grades, and the number of marks 
to be deducted for various offenses. 

‘Prisoners will not be released from the 
reformatory before the maximum sen- 
tence expires, except from the first

“Von Moltke—ah, I would give my life 
for Von Moltke." 

.Oseph Miller, a veteran of the Fran- 
co-Prussian war, was lying on a stretch- 
er in the surgeon's room at police head- 
quarters. He had just been brought in 
by an officer who had found him ly- 
ing in the street with a crushed chest. 
He was almost delirious with pain and 
tales of the war were constantly com- 
ing from his lips. Then after a while 
he became quiet and reason was restored 
to him through the influence of opiates. 
It was then that he told of hig ex- 
perience under his beloved commander, 
Von Moltke. Brosen though his speech 
was, yet it plainly evident that he was 
once a mam of cukture and ability He was 
the black sheep of the family, he said. 
That increased an early determination to 
become a soldier and when the war with 
(France broke out he wag one of the 
first to the front. Short though it was, 
it was a perfect hell, when troops march- 
ing to the front were forced to give way 
to the trarin loads of wounded going 
back to the rear and to the hospitals; 
when ammunition and supply trains were 
a primary consideration and were rushed 
to the train loads of wounded going 
fresh soldiers. 

It is history riow, how Emperor Wil- 
liam refused to accede to the demands 
of Napoleon, who then, urged by the 
war party, declared war July 1!9, 1870. 
This caused a spontaneous uprising of 
Germans which was unlooked for. Napo-. 
eon’s army numbered 310,000 and in ten 
days Emperor William had !-2 million 
soldiers ready to march against the 
enemy. 

Joseph Miller Was one of these. H 
was a member of the second squadron 
of the Light Hussars which saw service 
in every battle of the war, At Grave- 
lotte the Light Hussars were in the 
thickest of the fight.

Professor Adler said in part: 

“There have been three distinct ideal- 
istic concepts of the child. First, the 
child had a value as the conserver of the 
life and welfare of the parent after 
death throuhg ancestor worship, pro- 
viding food for the departed spirit of 
the parent, keeping alive his memory. 
and having masses said for his soul. 
Second, the child had value as a suc- 
cessor and conserver of the property, 
the titles, the privileges, the business of 
the parent. Third, the child had a value 
as the builder of the future, the one 
who carries on to higher stages and to 
greater success the work and the ambi- 
tions of the present generation.
